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Bulletin Board and Bus Shelter 
For Boxwood Interest Council

The Boxwood Village sec¬ 
tion of Greenbelt claimed, 
and got, considerable atten¬ 
tion from the city council at 
the regular council meeting 
on Monday, July 11. Repre¬ 
sented by president Joe 
Isaacs, the Boxwood Citizens 
Assn, had requested that the 
city construct a community 
bulletin board on Parcel 7 to 
be used for community-wide 
information. Discussion of 
this matter, as well as the 
possibility of placing a city- 
constructed bus shelter at 
the corner of Crescent and 
Ridge, also on Parcel 7, occu¬ 
pied a good deal of council’s 
attention. Both projects re¬ 
ceived provisional approval. 

Since the request for a bulletin 
board was first presented at the 
previous council meeting, city 
staff have gathered information 
concerning possible designs and 
cost projections. These ranged 
from an 8-foot by 8-foot covered 
area for $715 to a 10-foot by 10- 
foot covered area with benches 
for $926. However, the city staff 
could prepare a simple bulletin 
board with neither shelter nor 
benches for $300. 


Boxwooders had nothing so el¬ 
aborate as benches in mind, said 
Isaacs, nor anything so large. 
They were thinking of the bulle¬ 
tin board at the Attick Park as 
their model, he said. At the pre¬ 
sent time they had no way to get 
various messages out to the Box¬ 
wood community, he said — a 
number of messages which he 
estimated as at least 40 a year. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld wonder¬ 
ed if the bulletin board could in 
any way be incorporated into the 
bus shelter also requested, but 
discussion brought out that the 
latter’s location on heavily tra¬ 
veled Crescent Rd., at a presently 
graveled bus stop, would be haz¬ 
ardous. Isaacs felt the Ivy 
Lane-Lastner Lane corner of the 
playground area in Parcel 7 
would be a better location for 
cars to pull up so that people 
could read notices on the bulletin 
board. 

Council agreed. In fact, as they 
recalled observing both elemen¬ 
tary and junior high school stu¬ 
dents waiting for buses at that 
comer in inclement weather, 
council members became more 
and more interested in a shelter¬ 
ing roof for the projected bulle¬ 
tin board — which could do 
double duty to protect children 
on rainy days. 


On a motion by councilman 
Thomas X. White, council author¬ 
ized the city staff to provide 
drawings and specifications for a 
community bulletin board and 
children’s shelter that could be 
constructed within the range of 
$1,000. “We need to get the fig¬ 
ures to know what we’re talking 
about/’ councilman Richard Pil- 
ski agreed. 

“We should be glad to do it,” 
White said; "‘Boxwood does not 
get as much from the city as 
other areas.” 

Bus Shelter 

Everyone agreed that a bus 
Shelter was needed at the bus 
stop opposite the lake parking 
lot on Crescent Rd. The only 
question was who should pay for 
it. METRO, which had looked 
into the issue, claimed that only 
seven passengers boarded the bus 
there in the morning. Large num-

their candidacies in the 
forthcoming city council 
election, which will be held 
on Tuesday, September 20. 
Weidenfeld is currently ser¬ 
ving his third term as may¬ 
or. He has been a member 
of council for 12 years. 
White first was elected to 
council in 1973; he has serv¬ 
ed five years. 

A graduate engineer and an at¬ 
torney, Weidenfeld as a repre¬ 
sentative of Greenbelt has served 
as a vice president of the Mary¬ 
land Municipal League (MML) 
for three years and was on the 
MML's Board of Directors for 
five. He is a past president of the 
Prince Georges County Municipal 
Association (PGCMA) and serv¬ 
ed five years on the PGCMA Ex¬ 
ecutive Board. He was selected 
by the PGCMA as the “Out¬ 
standing Municipal Official of 
Prince Georges County” for 
1976-1977. 

Weidenfeld is serving his fifth 
year on the Board of Directors 
of the Washington Metropolitan 
Council of Governments (COG) 
and has served on COG’s Public 
Safety Policy Committee and its 
Transportation Planning Board. 

A manager for the U.S, Patent 
and Trademark Office, Weidenfeld 
has earned numerous governmen¬ 
tal awards for outstanding per¬ 
formance, special achievement 


and for work of outstanding 
quality. 

In 1969 he earned a law degree, 
Doctor of Jurisprudence, from 
Catholic University in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. In 1960 he received a 
Bachelor of Science degree in 
engineering from Rutgers Uni¬ 
versity in New Jersey. He is a 
member of the Maryland Bar, the 
District of Columbia Bar and the 
United States Supreme Court 
Bar. 

An 18 year resident of Green¬ 
belt. Weidenfeld lived in Spring- 
hill Lake for eight years, resided 
in Boxwood Village for eight 
years and now resides on Ridge 
Road. His wife, Muriel, has been 
involved in numerous community 
activities in Greenbelt. The Wei- 
denfelds have two daughters, 
Sharon and Ellen, who were edu¬ 
cated in the Prince Georges 
County school system and attend 
Prince Georges Community Col¬ 
lege. 

White Biography 

During his five terms with the 
city council. White has also been 
active in county, regional, state, 
and national committees dealing 
with municipal affairs. These in¬ 
clude membership on three COG 
committees—the Water Resourc¬ 
es Planning Board, the Air Qual¬ 
ity Steering Committee, and the 
Metropolitan Interstate Air Qual¬ 
ity Planning Committee, He is 
currently Vice Chairman of the 
Energy, Environment and Natu¬ 
ral Resources Policy Steering 
Committee, National League of 
Cities. 


Other statewide activities in 
which White has participated in¬ 
clude membership on the State 
of Maryland Air Quality Control 
Advisory Council; the Legislative 
Action Committee; and the Board 
of Directors of the Maryland 
Municipal League; the Gover¬ 
nor’s Task Force on Oil Price 
Overcharges; and the Governor’s 
Commission on Condominiums, 
Cooperatives and Homeowner 
Associations. 

He is also a member of the 
Prince Georges County Demo¬ 
cratic Central Committee (elect¬ 
ed), a member of the Legislative 
Action Committee, Prince Geor¬ 
ges Municipal Association; and 
chairman of the Legislative Af¬ 
fairs Committee, Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. 

White is a member of Green¬ 
belt American Legion Post No. 
136, Citizens For Greenbelt, and 
the Greenbelt Cultural Arts Cen¬ 
ter.

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Requirements to Vote, Run 
In City Election on Sept. 20 


Election Day for the Greenbelt City Council is just two 
months away on September 20 to be exact. All citizens 
should be aware of the requirements to make them eligible 
to vote or run for office. Here below are the regulations for 
citizen participation in the Greenbelt city elections. 


Anyone who is eligible to vote 
in Greenbelt city elections is eli¬ 
gible to run for one of the five 
seats on the city council. The 
term of office is two years. Mem¬ 
bers of council receive a salary 
of 32,900 per year; the mayor, 
$3,400. 

Registration 

Citizens may register at the 
city offices during regular office 
hours, Monday through Friday, 
from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Also, 
the city clerk has arranged for 
on-site registration from now un¬ 
til the books close at three addi¬ 
tional places: Greenbelt Homes 
office on Hamilton PI., Greenbri- 
ar and Springhill Lake Commun¬ 
ity Buildings. (See city ad for 
more information.) 

Persons who cannot register at 
those times may request a voter 
registration form by calling 474- 
8000 or 474-3870) or writing to 
the City Clerk, 25 Crescent Road. 
(See city ad for more informa¬ 
tion.) The last day to register 
will be August 22. 

Once registered, a citizen need 
not reregister as long as he lives 
here continuously, and has voted 
in at least one of the two pre¬ 
vious regular city elections. If 
a person has never registered 
here or if he has moved out of 
town and then moved back or if 
he has missed voting in the last 
two general elections, it will be 
necessary to register again. 

There were 2,788 registered 
voters as of June 30: Of these 
948 vote at Center School, 901 
will vote at St. Hugh’s; 251 vote 
at Springhill Lake; and 688 at 
Greenbriar. 

In 1981 there were 3,522 reg¬ 
istered voters — 1,137 at Center 
School, 1.070 at North End, 438 
at Springhill Lake, and 877 at 
Greenbriar, 

Voting Qualifications 

Citizens must meet the follow¬ 
ing qualification requirements in 
order to register in person or by 
mail: 

1. United States Citizen. 

2. 18 years of age as of Sep¬ 
tember 20, 1983. 

3. Domiciled within the corpor¬ 
ate limits of the City of Green¬ 
belt 

4. Of sound mind. 

The city Charter defines “dom¬ 
icile” as the dwelling place which 
the voter dntends to be his per¬ 
manent home. 


Running for Council 

Anyone wishing to run for city 
council must do the following: 

1. Obtain at least 50 qualified 
voters to sign a nomination pe¬ 
tition form, which may be ob¬ 
tained from the city clerk. Mar¬ 
ried women who wish to sign a 
petition should use tne form 
Mary Doe, not Mrs. John Doe, 
The records show the given name, 
and if the city clerk does not 
recognize the name in its mar¬ 
ried form, she may not be able to 
check and accept it. 

2. Prepare a notarized finan¬ 
cial statement on a form supplied 
by the city clerk disclosing finan¬ 
cial interests for the period be¬ 
ginning January 1, 1983 and end¬ 
ing June 30, 1983. The report 
must list business entities and/or 
real estate in which ownership 
interests, as defined in the law, 
are held by self and family and 
also the source of specified income 
or debts. 

3. Submit the signed nomina¬ 
tion petition and financial state¬ 
ment, together with a written 
acceptance of the nomination to 
the city clerk no later than Mon¬ 
day, August 8 at 5 p.m. 

One final requirement: candi¬ 
dates must file with the city clerk 
by noon of September 13 a no¬ 
tarized interim report showing 
all campaign contributions re¬ 
ceived in excess of $25 and the 
names of contributors. A final re¬ 
port is due on September 26. 

If five candidates fail to win 
at least 40 percent of the votes 
cast, there will be a run-off 
election 7 days later (September 
27), In the run-off election the 
ballot will consist of those unsuc¬ 
cessful candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes up to 
twice as many names as there 
are positions to be filled.

Greenbelt Police Officers Riskin and Hahn

Two of Greenbelt’s most 
recently hired policemen, of¬ 
ficers Alan Riskin and Tim¬ 
othy Hahn, describe the 
force as a “very well respec¬ 
ted” department with an en¬ 
joyable atmosphere. 

Officer Alan “Jeff” Riskin, 28, 
sworn in on July 18, 1982, has 
been a policeman for seven years. 
As he drove around sections of 
Greenbelt, carefully patrolling the 
areas on what he called “a rela¬ 
tively slow day,” he reminisced 
about previous employment with 
other police forces and finally 
told what brought him to Green¬ 
belt. 

When he was a teenager, Ris¬ 
kin first worked for the District 
Heights Police Department, but 
he wasn’t employed as a police¬ 
man. Risking work was in elec¬ 
tronics for the Police Communi¬ 
cations Systems. He said he nev¬ 
er really had planned to be a po¬ 
liceman until District Heights 
asked if he would consider it if 
the opportunity arrived. Shortly 
after, Riskin was offered that op¬ 
portunity, and he said “yes.” 

Riskin worked on the District 
Heights force as a policeman for 
about four and a half years, 
serving as a supervisor for one of 
those years. During his stay, Ris¬ 
kin said he was involved in two 
shootouts, but he added that 
those experiences never caused 
him to worry about getting 
wounded or killed. “When you're 
doing your job, you can't worry 
about getting killed, or else you’ll 
get killed,” claimed Riskin in a 
serious tone. In 1980 he trans¬ 
ferred to the Annapolis City Po¬ 
lice Department, where he work¬ 
ed for two years. 

Subsequently, Riskin came to 
Greenbelt, the Department that 
he says is “very well respected by 
other departments because of its 
excellent reputation made by the 
people who were here.” Riskin 
said that he is "very pleased” 
with Greenbelt’s department and 
gets along well with his co¬ 
workers. Summarizing, Riskin 
said he “likes every Aspect of po¬ 
lice work” and ultimately he

“likes who he is working for 
now.” 

Riskin, certified by the state to 
teach at 14 police academies, said 
he enjoys teaching about law en¬ 
forcement, Photography is an¬ 
other one of his hobbies. He does 
his own developing and process¬ 
ing in his home in Upper Marl¬ 
boro and is the “major crime 
scene photographer” for the 
Greenbelt police. Riskin, who said 
he felt he has “a certain obliga¬ 
tion to people,” is also involved 
with helping troubled youths. 

“Sometimes I go out of my way 
—big deal,” said Riskin, after 
seeking counseling at the Green¬ 
belt Juvenile Services building 
for a youth who asked Riskin for 
help. 

Officer Hahn 

Officer Timothy Hahn, 28, 
sworn in on March 8, 1982, is 
serving his first year as a police¬ 
man here in Greenbelt. Hahn 
worked as a fireman for 13 years 
but his interests changed and the 
challenges of police work were 
appealing, “I wanted to stay in 
public service and police work is 
closely related to the fire serv 
ice,” explained Hahn. Appearing 
somewhat exasperated but never¬ 
theless interested (he had just 
returned from apprehending sev¬ 
eral individuals at Springhill 
Lake for disturbance), Hahn ex¬ 
pressed his particular interest in 
the Springhill Lake area. A resi¬ 
dent himself, Hahn said “Spring¬ 
hill Lake is the most active sec¬ 
tor in the Greenbelt area. It 
keeps me busy and I like being 
busy.” 

Besides being interested in his 
work, Hahn enjoys working in 
his environment, Hahn explained 
that the positive attitude of his 
co-workers led to a very agree¬ 
able atmosphere. He said, “The 
people in the Greenbelt Police 
force are very professional, pro¬ 
gressive and very interested in 
their jobs,” Hahn added that he 
plans to stay with the Greenbelt 
Department for quite a while, 

A rather sensitive, but com¬ 
mon question often asked of po¬ 
licemen was answered honestly 
and personably by Officer Hahn. 


The question, “Does police work 
scare you?” The answer: “Yes, 
very much. You know the police¬ 
man who was shot at last Novem¬ 
ber by the Lake, it was me,” said 
Hahn. “I get scared mostly when 
I respond to domestic and ‘un¬ 
known trouble’ calls,” pointed out 
Hahn. 

Explaining that it is easier and 
safer when one knows what to 
expect and when there are “set 
procedures” to follow, Hahn said 
that he would rather respond to 
a bank alarm call than a domes¬ 
tic call. “There are certain pro¬ 
cedures you follow when a bank 
alarm goes off, there are certain 
people who know what to do, such 
as sending the police dogs in, 
Hahn said that there are further 
sets of rules about handling do¬ 
mestic cases and it is sometimes 
difficult to know what to do. 

Hahn said he likes to play soc¬ 
cer and hopes to coach a team 
with the Greenbelt Boys and Girls 
Club. Hahn said he also likes to 
keep up with current laws and is 
anticipating a degree in Law En¬ 
forcement Technology at Prince 
Georges Community College in 
the near future.

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GHI Members' Questions 
On New Charges Answered

Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) members recently re¬ 
ceived a notice of mid-year adjustment in charges. These 
notices and the increase in charges have prompted some 
members to ask a number of questions. The Netvs Review 
spoke with GHI Comptroller Don McGinn and other GHI 
staff to learn what questions were being asked and the ans¬ 
wers being provided by GHI. McGinn indicated that most 
of the questions pertained to the charges placed on an indi¬ 
vidual unit. He stressed that the overall number of inquir¬ 
ies had been relatively small and that a quick review of the 
payments received for July showed that most members are 
paying the new amount. 


There were some issues which 
more than one member addressed. 
Some members asked about the 
charge for access doors. GHI re¬ 
ports that this charge for each 
member has been determined by 
a shared structural formula. That 
is, the total cost of the door per 
the contract was multiplied by 
the number of doors in each 
group (original Greenbelt or 
frame- and then spread by the 
structural formula. 

A question raised by some 
members of brick homes related 
to the charge for masonry roof¬ 
ing, This charge represents the 
member’s share of work done on 
the block flat-top units, since all 
masonry units (brick, block and 
asbestos-shingled) form a single 
budgetary entity and share costs. 
Members questioned charges for 
masonry insulation, both crawl 
space and attic. Members who 
did their own attic insulation re¬ 
ceived a credit. A few rehab 
items, such as foundation repair 
in masonry units, have not been 
completed and therefore are es¬ 
timated on the charge itemization 
form. 

In addition, some members 


have asked about the payoff op¬ 
tion. Members can pay in full or 
in part the capital improvement 
loan section or rehab loan sec¬ 
tion. The payoff amount and the 
benefit in doing so would have to 
be computed and reviewed for 
each individual unit. 

Finally, a question on the tim¬ 
ing of the notice to members and 
thp due date for the new monthly 
charge was raised by at least 
one GHI member. A June 23 let¬ 
ter from GHI Board President 
Margaret Hogensen alerted mem¬ 
bers to the adjustment in charges 
which would be due with the July 
payment. GHI attributed the 
short notice to the complicated 
computer processing and calcula¬ 
tions needed to arrive at the cor¬ 
rect amount for each unit and 
reminds members that an exten - 
sion to August for the additional 
amount was permitted and that 
members had been alerted to a 
July adjustment six months ear¬ 
lier with the 1983 monthly 
charge notice.

Finally the phrase “within two 
months” was added to the amend¬ 
ment and both amendment and 
motion passed. 

Waste Disposal 

The perpetual topic of what to 
do about solid waste also came 
up on the council agenda — 
twice, in fact. The first linstance 
involved the city’s response to a 
study prepared by Maryland En¬ 
vironmental Service (MES), a 
state agency, to find the best site 
for a “mass burn” facility to de¬ 
stroy solid wastes. Since the fa¬ 
cility was to be located some¬ 
where in the vicinity of College 
Park, council at an earlier meet¬ 
ing had directed the city manag¬ 
er to seek the city of College 
Park’s response to the proposal. 

According to a memo from the 
manager, College Park objects to 
the location of a “mass bum” 
facility within the immediate 
proximity of their city; they have 
requested that MES instead look 
into the refuse derived fuel tech¬ 
nology (RDF) at any site re¬ 
ceiving further study.

a waste conversion facility is the 
A. H. Smith property in Branch- 
ville, just west of Beltway Plaza. 
Giity council members were unan¬ 
imous in their opposition to that 
location. They suggested four 
others, however, that met criteria 
of access to transportation and 
to other existing power sources 
and directed that a letter be sent 
naming these sites and also sub¬ 
mitting the rationale for their 
selection. 

The second matter concerning 
waste disposal involved a com¬ 
munication with the city of Bow¬ 
ie. Both cities are agreed that a 
county council bill establishing 
a site development/environmen¬ 
tal surcharge of $3.00 per ton of 
refuse disposed at any sanitary 
landfill site in the county is inad¬ 
equate as wriitten because it fails 
to establish a separate fund 
earned from these monies. The 
city concurs with the Bowie po¬ 
sition that such funds should be 
restricted to planning and devel¬ 
opment of new solid waste facil¬ 
ities. Also to be added to the 
bill, if Greenbelt and Bowie get 
their way, would be a five-year 
period to be established within 
which landfill fees would be set. 

The city manager was directed 
to send along the city’s position 
to county councilman Richard 
Castaldi. That was not difficult 
to do, since he was present at the 
meeting.__
